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LATE  CABLES 

Argentine  wheat  and  flaxseed  zones  received  2  to  3  inches  of  rain 
during  past  week  with  4  inches  in  some  localities.     Some  apprehension 
felt  of  possible  development  of  rust  should  heavy  rains  continue.  (Agri- 
cultural Attache  P.  0.  Nyhus,  Buenos  Aires,  November  9,  1934.) 

Hops  production  in  England  and  Wales  in  1934  estimated  at 
29,008,000  pounds  from  18,037  acres  compared  with  24,192,000  pounds  in 
1933  from  16,895  acres.     Of  this  year's  production,  approximately 
26,768,000  pounds  have  "been  consigned  to  the  Hop  Marketing  Board,  compared 
with  21,379,000  pounds  of  the  1933  crop.     (Agricultural  Attache  E.  A. 
Eoley,  London,  November  9,  1934.) 
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BREAD  GRAINS 
Summary  of  recent  lire  ad  grain  information 

The  1934  wheat  crop,   as  estimated  for  43  countries,  remained  "unchanged 
during  the  past  week  at  3,034,091,000  bushels.     This  is  a  decrease  of  about 
9  percent  from  the  harvest  of  these  countries  in  1933,  when  they  accounted 
for  some  90  percent  of  the  estimated  world  total,  excluding  Russia  and  China. 
While  the  North  American  crop  shows  a  decline  this  year  of  only  3  percent,  a 
reduction  of  about  15  percent  is  indicated  in  the  total  for  28  European  coun- 
tries, exclusive  of  Russia,  and  the  first  estimate  for  Australia  shows  a  de- 
crease of  21  percent  from  the  1933-34  crop.     The  high  estimate  received  for 
the  Union  of  South  Africa,  together  with  good  prospects  in  Argentina,  may, 
however,  offset  to  some  extent  the  effect  on  the  Southern  Hemisphere  total 
of  a  short  crop  in  Australia. 

Rye  production  in  26  countries  reporting  totals  874,459,000  bushels, 
a  decrease  of  some  15  percent  from  the  harvest  of  these  countries  in  1933, 
which  represented  about  99  percent  of  the  Northern  Hemisphere  crop,  excluding 
Rassia  and  China. 

Argentine  crop  conditions 

Wheat  in  the  northern  two  thirds  of  the  important  producing  regions  of 
Argentina  continues  in  promising  condition,  showing  remarkably  uniform  growth, 
while  in  the  southern  areas  the  crop  is  thriving  though  heads  are  not  yet 
formed,  reports  Agricultural  Attache'  P.  0.  Nybus  at  Buenos  Aires,  following 
a  recent  field  trip.     Rainfall  has  been  fully  normal  throughout  the  wheat 
areas,  and  some  localities  report  an  excessive  amount.  There  has  been  little 
frost  or  locust  injury,  but  damage  from  rust  is  feared  as  a  result  of  rather 
rank  growth  and  plentiful  moisture.    No  abnormal  amount  of  rust  has  been 
noted  as  yet,  however.    Harvesting  is  expected  to  start  in  the  Province  of 
Cordoba  around  the  first  of  December.     The  flaxseed  crop  is  Well  advanced, 
Mr.  Nyhus  reports,  and  promises  a  good  return.     Growing  conditions  have  been 
generally  good  since  seeding  time,  and  the  area  replanted  to  other  crops  on 
account  of  failure  of  flaxseed  sowings  has  been  small  this  year.

Pall  see dings  for  the  1935  wheat  crop  in  the  Danube  Basin  began  rather 
early  this  season  and,  favored  by  good  weather,  had  madp.  considerable  progress 
by  October  15,  according  to  the  Belgrade  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service.     Because  of  relatively  high  wheat  prices  received  by  Banubian  farmers 
during  this  season,  it  is  believed  that  the  1D35  wheat  acreage  in  the  Basin 
will  exceed  that  of  1934.     Reports  to  this  effect  had  already  been  received 
in  Belgrade  from  Rumania,  where  wheat  was  being  purchased  by  the  government  at 
a  price  almost  double  export  parity.     Should  timely  rainfall  be  received  to 
sprout  fall  seedings  made  in  dry  areas,   the  wheat  crop  of  the  Western  Mediter- 
ranean Basin  will  also  make  a  good  start,  reports  the  Paris  office  of  the  For- 
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eign  Agricultural  Service.     Conditions  were  favorable  for  fall  sowings  in 
France,  Italy,  and  Tunis,   but  rain  was  needed  in  Spain,  Algeria,  and 
Morocco . 

1934  production  in  the  Danube  and  Western  Mediterranean  Basins 

Yio  change  was  made  this  past  month  by  the  Belgrade  office  in  the _  esti- 
mate covering  the  1934  wheat  crop  in  the  Danube  Basin,  the  total  remaining  ao 
255,366,000  bushels  as  compared  with  370,869,000  bushels  harvested  m  i933. 
The  estimate  for  the  Western  Mediterranean  Basin,  however,  was  increased 
somewhat  by  the  Paris  office,  principally  because  the  official  crop  report 
from  Italy  placed  the  1934  durum  outturn  higher  than  was  expected.    The  total 
production  of  the  seven  countries  covered  by  the  Paris  office  is  now  esti- 
mated at  829,653,000  bushels,  of  which  714,251,000  bushels  are  of  durum  and 
115,392,000  bushels  are  of  bread  wheat.     The  1933  crop  included  775,498,000 
bushels  of  durum  and  109,157,000  bushels  of  bread  wheat,  the  total  harvest  of 
884,655,000  bushels  being  about  6  percent  larger  than  the  estimate  for  1934. 

Wheat  markets  of  the  Danube  and  Western  Mediterranean^asins 

The  exportable  surplus  of  wheat  in  the  Danube  Basin  is  still  placed 
at  29, 395, 000^ bushels,  according  to  the  Belgrade  office.    Exports  during 
July-September  amounted  to  about  5,000,000  bushels  and  for  October  were  ap- 
proximated at  1,500,000  bushels.    Most  of  the  October  shipments  were  made  by 
Hungary  and  Yugoslavia  to  Austria,  Switzerland,  and  Czechoslovakia.     Tne  rel- 
atively small  total  was  attributed  to  the  scarcity  of  deliveries  by  the 
farmers,  who  were  occupied  with  corn' harvesting  and  fall  sowings.  Prices 
remained  firm  during  October  under  the  influence  of  stabilization  purchases 
made  by  the  various  Danubian  governments.     The  weak  tone  prevailing  on  world 
markets  and  the  activity  of  French  wheat  had  no  effect  on  Danubian  markets 
except  to  restrict  the  volume  of  speculative  buying,  the  Belgrade  office 


ate: 


In  France  government  regulations  prevent  any  market  movements  of 
interest  to  world  trade  apart  from  measures  affecting  internal  supply  or 
exports,  according  to  the  report  of  the  Paris  office.     There  have  been  few 
developments  in  the  domestic  situation  and  none  that  are  likely  to  have  any 
influence  on  the  market.     In  the  export  market,  the  government  issued  ex- 
port licenses  to  the  extent  of  some  13,000,000  bushels  of  wheat;   the  first 
on  August  23  for  8,000,000  bushels,  the  second  on  September  26  for  some 
5,000,000  bushels.     If  further  measures  are  not  taken,  an  abnormal  carry- 
over of  wheat  will  exist  at  the  end  of  the  crop  year.    The  present  fund 
for  the  aid  of  the  wheat' market  is  not  large  enough  to  make  further  export 
licenses  available.     Should  further  assessments  on  wheat  take  place,  or 
money  be  secured  from  the  French  treasury,  additional  export  authoriza- 
tions may  be  allowed.    This  might  tend  to  have  a  depressing  effect  on 
foreign  markets,  it  is  pointed  out.    At  present  French  offers  in  Italy 
are  said  to  be  less  pressing  and  prices  more  resistant.

Prices  of  representative  oread  wheats  have  held  rather  steady  on 
Italian  markets,  and  the  outlook  is  favorable,  the  Paris  office  states. 
Prices  of  durum  wheat  show  some  increase,  with  demand  fairly  active.  Col- 
lective stocks  of  wheat  are  being  sold  gradually,  and  current  requirements 
tend  to  maintain  the  tone  of  the  market.     Little  business  in  foreign  wheat 
has  been  reported.     Imports  during  July- September  amounted  to  465,000 
bushels  as  compared  with  523,000  bushels  imported  in  the  same  period  of

The  Shanghai  wheat  market 

Prices  of  wheat  and  flour  on  the  Shanghai  market  were  somewhat  lower 
during  the  week  ended  November  2,  according  to  a  radiogram  from  the  Shanghai 
office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    One  cargo  of  Australian  wheat 
recently  sold  for  73  cents  per  bushel.     Shanghai  mills  continued  to  operate 
at  almost  full  capacity  and  were  becoming  more  interested  in  foreign  wheat 
though  unwilling  to  buy  at  current  quotations.    Arrivals  of  native  wheat 
were  fairly  large  during  the  week,  and  about  40,000  tons  of  foreign  wheat 
were  booked  to  arrive,  all  from  Argentina  except  one  cargo  from  Australia* 

Wheat  prices,  c.i.f.  Shanghai,  were  quoted  as  follows;     Australian  74 
cents  per  bushel,  Argentine  73  to  74  cents,  domestic  standard  69  cents  per 
bushel.    Dpmestic  flour  was  79  cents  per  bag  of  49  pounds  whether  for  immedi- 
ate, December,  or  January  delivery.    Australian  flour,  c.i.f.  Hongkong,  was 
$2.33  per  barrel  of  196  pounds. 

Imports. ~of  flour  into  South  Manchuria  during  September,  reported  by 
the  American  Vice  Consul  at  Dairen,  were  as  follows:     Japan  875,816  bogs  of 
49  pounds,  United  States  32,000,  Canada  7,000,  Australia  1,007,074,  Shanghai 
357,000,  and  Chosen  16,358  bags.     A  shift  in  demand  to  lower  grades  of  flour 
was    noted  in  Manchuria,  which  was  attributed  to  depressed  conditions.  Aus- 
tralian flour,  reported  sold  in  Dairen  during  the  past  week,  was  $2% 79  per 
barrel  of  196  pounds. 

Rye  and  ma.slin  in  the  Danube  Basin 

The  fall  sowing  of  rye  and  maslin  in  the  Danube  Basin  went  forward 
under  favorable  weather  conditions  this  season,  and  the  plants  were  well  ad- 
vanced by  the  middle  of  October,  according  to  the  Belgrade  office  of  the 
Foreign  Agricultural  Scrviop.     The  winter  acreage  seeded  for  1935  may  slightly 
exceed  that  of  1934  as  a.  result  of  the  relatively  high  rye  prices  prevailing 
this  year.    Ho  change  was  made  during  the  past  month  in  the  1334  production 
estimate  for  the  Basin,  the  total  remaining  at  49,210,000  bushels  as  compared 
with  82,507,000  bushels  produced  in  1933. 
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The  rye  exportable  surplus  of  the  Danube  Basin  is  still  placed  at 
2,362,000  bushels.     Exports  during  July-October  amounted  to  about  476,000 
bushels,  the  larger  part  of  which  came  from  Hungary  and  went  to  Austria  in 
September.     October  exports  were  estimated  at  only  about  118,000  bushels, 
since 'purchases  formerly  made  by  the  Austrian  Union  of  Agricultural  Cooper- 
atives practically  ceased  in  late  September  on  account  of  the  high  prices 
demanded  for  Hungarian  rye.     The  Austrian  Union  shifted  to  Polish  rye, 
which  could  be  bought  at  lower  prices  but  which  is  reported  to  be  of  in- 
ferior quality.     The  Hungarian  exporters  still  hope  to  find  a  market  in 
Austria  for  this  year's  small  surplus,  either  in  the  event  that  Polish  con- 
tracts are  canceled  or  in  the  spring  when  polish  supplies  are  exhausted. 
Prices  in  Rumania  continued  firm  during  the  month.     The  farmers,  occupied 
with  corn  harvesting  and  fall  planting,  could  make  only  small  deliveries, 
and  demand  for  domestic  consumption  continued  active.     The  cessation  wS. 
Austrian  purchases,  however,  caused  a  slight  decrease  in  Hungarian  prices.

The;  estimate  of  the  1934  barley  crop  in  Czechoslovakia  has  beer?  low- 
ered by  about  2,600,000  bushels  to  47,491,000  bushels,  which  is  a  decrease 
of  more  than  23  percent  from  the  1933  production,  and  is  the  smallest  har- 
vest since  1924.  See  table,  p^e  509.     The  estimate  of  the  Austrian  crop 
has  been  increased  by  nearly  1,000,000  bushels  to  13,696,000  bushels,  which 
is  more  than  10  percent  .below  the  1933  production.     The  total  1954  production 
in  the  35  countries  so  far  reported  amounts  to  1,167,635,000  bushels,  a 
decrease  of  about  6  percent  from  the  production  in  the  same  countries  in 
1933-  ■  '  • 

The  estimate  of  the  1934  oats  crop  in  Czechoslovakia  has  been  in- 
creased by  more  than  6,000,000  bushels  to  IP., 226, 000  bushels,  which  is  about 
25  percent  below  the  1933  production,  and  the  smallest  harvest  since  1922. 
See  table,  page  509.     The  estimate  of  the  oats  crop  in  Austria  has  been 
increased  by  nearly  2,500,000  bushels  to  34,431,000  bushels,  which  is 
slightly  below  the  1933  harvest.     The  total  1934  oats  production  in  the 
30  countries  so  far  reported  amounts  to  2,452,002,000  bushels,  a  decrease 
of  nearly  16  percent  from  the  1953  production  in  those  countries. 

The  most  recent  estimate  of  the  1934  corn  crop  in  Yugoslavia  is 
165,345,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  nearly  17  percent  over  the '1933  produc- 
tion.    The  first  estimate  of  the  corn  crop  in  Austria  is  5,905,000  bushels, 
which  is  about  10  percent  larger  than  the  1933  harvest.     The  total  1934 
corn  production  in  13  countries  so  far  reported  amounts  to  2,063,832,000 
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"bushels,  which  is  nearly  31  percent  below  the  harvest  in  the  same  countries 
in  1233.    For  tables  showing  feed  grain  trade  and  prices,  see  page  507. 

The  Darubian  situation 

As  a  result  of  prolonged  warm  weather  during  the  late  suumer  and 
early  fall,  most  of  the  1934  Danubian  crop  crop  was  harvested  three  or  four 
weeks  in  advance  of  the  usual  time,  according  to  a  report  from  the  Danube 
Basin  office  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service.    Unusually  dry  corn  was 
delivered  in  large  quantities  during  the  latter  part  of  September.    At  the 
middle  of  October  the  moisture  content  cf  the  corn  at  markets  varied  between 
15  and  23  percent,  with  spoiled  grains  usually  not  over  3  percent.    The  sur- 
plus from  a  crop  of  this  size  would:  usual  ?.y  be  nearly  80,000,000  bushels, 
but  it  is  believed  that  there  will  be  a  larger  than  usual  local  consumption- 
this  year  on  account  of  a  small  wheat  production  and  poor  rye,  barley,  and 
oats  crops. 

The  probable  exports  of  corn  from  the  Danube  Basin  during  the  1934-35 
season,  including  a  carryover  of  10,600,000  bushel1:  from  the  1933  crop, 
were  estimated  at  about  78,700,000  bushels,  of  which  nearly  75,000,000 
bushels  "/ore  still  available  after  November  1.    Probable  exports  of  barley 
during  1934-35  were  placed  at  21,800,000  bushels,  of  which  13,100,000 
bushels  were  still  available  after  November  1,  while  the  exportable  surplus 
of  oats  "'as  estimated  at  1,700,000  bushels,  with  1,300,000  bushels  available 
after  November  1.    Corn  exports  during  October  wero  smaller  than  usual  on 
account  of  the  continued  uncertainty  that  prevailed  in  connection  with  the 
handling  by  the  Rumanian  Government  of  the  foreign  credit  proceeds  of  corn 
sales  abroad.    New  sales  of  barley  were  also  hampered  in  the  same  way. 

Feed  grain  prices  in  Danubian  countries  had  attained  high  levels  as  a 
result  nf  speculators'  purchases.    Baring  October,  however,  these  prices 
declined  somewhat ,  but  are  still  relatively  high. 


COTTON 

German  cotton  imoorts  reduced 

Imports  of  cotton  into  Germany  through  3remen  reached  only  102,000 
bales  during  August  and  September,  1934,  against  230,000  bales  during  the 
corresponding  1933  period,  according  to  Consul  W.  A.  Leonard  at  Bremen. 
Of  the  1234  total,  81,000  bales  were  American  cotton  against  202,000  bales 
a  year  ago.     Shipments  from  3remen  to  interior  points  during  the  1934  period 
indicated  amounted  to  196,000  hies  compared  with  296,000  bales  in  August 
and  September,  1933.    Of  the  1934  shipments,  American  cotton  comprised 
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175,000  bales  against  275,000  "bales  a  year  earlier.     The  reduced  imports 
of  recent  months  were  reflected  ir  smaller  stocks  as  of  September  30,  1934, 
amounting  to  354,000  "bales  against  440,000  on  hand  on  the  corresponding 
1933  date.     Of  the  1934  stock  figure,  American  cotton  accounted  for 
298,000  bales  against  412,000  bales  at  the  end  of  September  1933. 

Japanese  cotton  textile  industry  active 

Total  imports  of  raw  cotton  into  Japan  showed  the  usual  seasonal 
decline  for  the  month  of  September,  according  to  a  report  of  Consul  Donovan 
at  Kobe  radioed  to  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  by  Agricultural  Com- 
missioner Dawson  at  Shanghai .    Purchases  of  new  crop  American  cotton  during 
September  were  considerably  above  those  during  September  1933«and  September 
1932.    However,  relative  prices  continued  to  favor  purchases  of  Indian 
cotton,  although  to  a  somewhat  less  degree  than  during  August  1934.  Septem- 
ber imports  in  bales  of  500  pounds  by  sources  were:    American,  49,454  bales; 
India,  76,104;  China,  5,673;  Egypt,  8,522;  and  all  other  countries,  5,452 
bales.    Raw  cotton  stocks  in  Japanese  warehouses  declined  but  were  high  for 
this  season  of  the  year,  with  262,340  bales  of  American  and  452,342  bales  of 
Indian. 

Mill  takings  of  raw  cotton  during  September  were  about  equal  to  those 
for  August,  while  yarn  production  declined  slightly  but  remained  at  a  high  ,  . 
level.    Yam  production  for  the  rconth  was  as  follows:     Coarse,  40,790,500 
pounds;  20  to  22  count,  43,716,250  pounds;  23  to  44  count,  54,702,750  pounds; 
45  and  above,  4,572,000  pounds.    The  number  of  spindels  in  operation  contin- 
ued to  increase  during  September.    The  total  number  of  new  spindels  put  into 
operation  between  January  1  and  September  30,  1934,  was  750,000,  which  brings 
the  total  number  of  all  spindles  in  operation  to  7,691,501.    Yarn  imports  de- 
clined during  recent  weeks,  due  to  fln.ctuations  in  exchange  rates -which  made 
purchases  abroad  unprofitable.

Steps  -ere  taken  during  the  month  of  September  to  regulate  cotton  piece  goods 
exports  to  Haiti  and  to  increase  Japan's  purchases  of  Haitian  cotton.  'These 
steos  •  revc  taken  as  a  result  of  a  threat  of  higher  tariffs  for  Japanese  piece 
goods  on  the  part  of  Haiti  unless  Japan  increased  its  raw  cotton  purchases 
from  Haiti .
